October 13. From Sairgeon Guitéras, Vicksburg, Miss. : 

Kight new cases; no deaths. (Quarantine restriction has been modified and inspec- 


tors on trains from east and north have been discontinued. Greene reports 4 new 
cases, no deaths at Port Gibson yesterday. ? 


October 13. Passed Assistant Surgeon Young reported from Jack- 
son, Miss. : 


Natchez, 4 cases; Port Gibson, 2 cases; Gulfport, 3 cases; Vicksburg, 8 cases. 


October 13. Acting Assistant Surgeon Krauss, Lake Providence, 
La., reported: ; 


One case, no deaths; 2 cases on Wiley-Bass plantation, 3 miles south. Minimum 
temperature 50. General fumigation to-day. 


October 16. Passed Assistant Surgeon Wille, in command Gulf 
Quarantine, Ship Island, Mississippi, reported: 

West End shipping of Ship Island clean, No communication by lumber barges, 
schooners, and tugs from infected points to be permitted without disinfectjon, 
although stevedore gangs from Gulfport and Pascagoula are permitted aboard ship- 
ping. They are under constant daily surveillance by Spratt. Recommend passing 
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empty barges and schooners from this shipping en route for clean points without 
fumigation or detention under present conditions, providing satisfactory to local 
health authorities. Wasdin approves of this. 


October 17. Reply was sent:

October 18. From Passed Assistant Surgeon Wille:

October 17. Reply was sent: 

teplying to your telegram 16th, relative present restrictions upon shipments 
bananas out of New Orleans, you are informed these restrictions will terminate Novem- 
ber 1, the end of the active quarantine season. 


October 18. From Surgeon White, New Orleans: 

Must we still screen banana cars going through to North? These cars do not pass 
through city,nor do they come from infected territory. Can not see any risk in 
omission of screens, and Meridian is willing for cars to pass through now without it. 


October 19. A reply was sent: 

As previously wired to Souchon in answer to his request embargo on shipping 
bananas out of New Orleans will cease November 1, and in reply to yours of the 
18th your recommendation that banana cars need no longer be screened is approved. 


October 17. From Surgeon Banks, Camp Murray, Fla.: 

Since last report admitted 28, dischanged 35. Total in camp to-day, 75; total 
admissions, 156. 

October 17. Acting Assistant Surgeon Griflitts, Cairo, IIl., reported 
that the Illinois State board of health raised quarantine on that date 
against vellow-fever infected sections. , Notwithstanding one light and 
one killing frost, stegomyia were still active in unscreened houses at 
Cairo. 

October 17, 18, 19, and 20. From Passed Assistant Surgeon Young, 
Jackson, Miss. : 

Vicksburg, 2 cases; Roxie, 1 death; Port Gibson, 1 case; Natchez, 5 cases; Mis- 
sissippi City, 1 case; Rosetta, 1, case. McMullen will finish general disinfection at 
Hamburg to-morrow and I will then send him and Slate’sdisinfecting gang to Rosetta. 

Long Beach, 1 case; Vicksburg, none, county 1; Hamburg, none; Port Gibson, 
none; Roxie and Rosetta, none; Natchez, none. 

Port Gikson, none; Roxie, 1;, Hamburg, 1; Vicksburg, 7, and in country 1; 
Natchez 4, and in country 2; a suspicious case reported at Greenville. Guitéras gone 
there. 

Hamburg, 1 case; Roxie, 1 case; Gulfport, 1 case; Vicksburg, 2 cases, 1 death in 
country; Natchez, 1 case, 1 death.

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October 17, 18, 19, and 20. From Acting Assistant Surgeon Krauss, 
Lake Providence, La.: 

Eight more 
exposed, 

One more case in Newtown; no reports from country. Weather warm. 

No cases, no deaths. ‘ 

Two cases Tyrone plantation, Shelburn focus. A refugee due to arrive Washing- 
ton via Chattanooga to-morrow was mosquito bitten before leaving. Instructed to 
report rise of temperature direct to Bureau. 


October 17, 18, 20, and 21. Surgeon Guitéras reported from Vicks- 
burg, Miss. : 

Two new cases, 2 deaths; 9 cases under treatment. Greene reports from Port Gib- 
son 1 new case yesterday and 1 to-day. 

No new cases, no deaths; 4 cases under treatment. One new case in the county, 
2 under treatment. Greene reports from Port Gibson 1 new case and 7 under treat- 
ment. 

Yesterday 7 new cases, 4 of which old cases under observation in Emergency 
hospital. One new case in country to-day, 2 cases in city and 2 in the county. 
Greene reports nothing new at Port Gibson. At request of Governor Vardaman 
I went last night to Greenville, Miss., to investigate suspicious case. Found it to be 
malarial remittent. Returned to Vicksburg at noon. All quarantine restrictions 
were removed and the city medical inspectors discharged, an order passing on my 
suggestion requiring all unoccupied houses to be fumigated before being occupied. 
Emergency hospital ordered closed. Weather cool this evening and prospect of 
colder to-morrow, 

No cases, no deaths in city; 5 cases under treatment; 1 new case in country. 
Governor Vardaman favors raising all State quarantine restrictions. Believe such 
action will be taken shortly in accordance with order of city board of health. Min- 
imum temperature this morning 40°. Post-epidemic fumigation will be carried out 
under the direction of city physician. Will dispense with the services of Acting Assist- 
ant Surgeons Wilson and Burchett to-morrow, but would recommend that Hicks be 
retained as at present to assist city physician. My mission here is ended and I 
request orders to rejoin my station. 

October 23. Reply was sent: 

Recommendations in your telegrath October 21 approved. * * * Will keep 
Hicks a short time, as recommended. On completion of these duties return to 
station. . 

October 17, 19, 20, 21, and 22. Sanitary Inspector Porter reported 
from Pensacola, Fla. : 

New cases to-day 13, deaths 5; total cases to date 480, total deaths 62; under treat- 
ment 171. One hundred and ninety-eight houses fumigated to-day. 

New cases to-day 7, deaths 2; total cases to date 446, total deaths 64; under treat- 
ment 152. Houses fumigated to-day, 206. 

New cases to-day 12, deaths none; total cases to date 458, total deaths 64; under 
treatment 140. Houses fumigated to-day, 248. 

New cases to-day 8, death 1; total cases to date 464, total deaths 65; under treat- 
ment 122. One hundred and forty-two houses fumigated to-day. 

New cases to-day 16, death 1; total cases to date 480, total deaths 66; under treat- 
ment 114. Houses fumigated to-day, 237. 
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October 18. Surgeon Wasdin, Gulfport, Miss., was authorized to 
discontinue, October 20, the services of Acting Assistant Surgeons 
Pratt, Anderson, and West. _ 

October 19. Surgeon Wasdin reported from Gulfport, Miss. : 

Have discontinued launch Carolyn and schooner Marreta L. from Saturday, 21, 
keeping launch Spy on duty with revenue launch Alert and revenue cutter Winona 
to the westward and launch Sunny Boy at Biloxi. I believe this patrol will be suffi- 
cient until close. One case yesterday at Long Beach, a suburb of Gulfport. 


October 21 and 22. From Passed Assistant Surgeon Young, Jack- 
son, Miss. : 

Vicksburg none, 1 in the county; Natchez, none; Port Gibson, 1; Hamburg and 
Roxie, no report. All Tennessee quarantines lifted to-night. Have taken off all 
inspectors there. 

Mississippi quarantine lifted from 6 p. m. to-morrow. It will take several days to 
close up business. Will hurry it as much as possible. Vicksburg, 3 cases, 1 death; 
Natchez, 2 cases and 1 new case in the country; Gulfport, none; Roxie, 1 case yester- 
day. At request Hunter will keep on 3 inspectors out of Vicksburg and Natchez for 
few days. * * * MeMaullen will tinish disinfection of Roxie to-morrow. With 
your consent will authorize return New Orleans. Lavinder says it will take four or 
five days to close up. I will wire when he is ready for orders. What shall I do 
about Krauss? 

October 23. A reply was sent: 

Your telegram October 21 and 3 on 22d received. * * * Release Krauss and 
also his two assistants if you deem the latter unnecessary at Lake Providence. 
MecMullen’s return to New Orleans approved. 

October 21 and 22. From Acting Assistant Surgeon Krauss, Lake 
Providence, La.: 

Light frost; mean temperature for thirty hours perhaps under 455°, Some fumiga- 
tion yet todo. Weather should control country situation. St. Bernard Parish begs 
me to remain till ice appears, but I have seen no necessity for two weeks. Would 
appreciate orders to leave. Have 400 nonimmune whites. Last case, member fumi- 


gated crew on 7th. Total deaths in whole parish, 27; total white morbidity in town, 
80; parish population, 13,000. No new cases or deaths. 


Minimum temperature 40°. No reports. 

October 23. To Acting Assistant Surgeon Krauss: 

Have instructed Young to release you for return to Memphis. 

October 22. From Surgeon Wasdin, Gulfport, Miss. : 

All quarantines will be lifted in Mississippi on the 23d at 6 p.m. I will give order 
to discontinue maritime patrol from that hour unless you deem it best to continue. 
No new cases on coast to-day. 


October 23. A reply was wired: 


Orders mentioned in your telegram 22d, discontinuing maritime patrol, approved.

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September 29. The following report from Liverpool was transmitted 
by Consul Griffiths through the Department of State: 


On September 5, 1905, I notified the steamship companies interested that owing to 
the outbreak of cholera all steerage (third-class) passengers from cholera-infected 
or suspected districts embarking at this port for ports in the United States should be 
detained in Liverpool under medical observation for five days and their baggage dis- 
infected in accordance with the provisions of paragraph 30 of the Quarantine Laws 
and Regulations of the United States; and that cabin passengers coming from such 
districts should produce satisfactory evidence as to their exact place of abode during 
the five days preceeding embarkation. In order that this requirement should be 
properly complied with, I have required the steamship companies to produce to me 
the immigrant manifest sheets containing the names and other information of all 
passengers on board, in order that persons coming from infected or suspected dis- 
tricts should be subjected to the quarantine detention required. It is due to the 
steamship companies to say that I believe they are carrying out the instruction rigor- 
ously, and are notifying me of all passengers coming from infected or suspected 
districts. 

The result has been that from every steamer a number of passengers, sometimes 
amounting to 200, have been detained here for medical observation and disinfection 
of their baggage under my supervision. I have required a detailed certificate from 
the doctor who made the daily inspection of the passengers to be produced to me 
for annexation to the steamer’s bill of health, and I have certified on the bills of 
health of each steamer, in addition thereto, the statement that all the passengers 
from cholera-infected or suspected districts have been detained under medica! 
observation in Liverpool at least five days, and that their baggage has been disin- 
fected. I have also indorsed a similar statement on the immigrant manifest sheets. 
I have further required the passengers from infected or suspected districts to change 
the clothing they were wearing, so that it also could be disinfected. 

I may add that the health conditions of Liverpool are as favorable as they were 
before the outbreak of cholera on the continent of Europe. 


October 4. The following report of cholera in Russia was received 
from the American Embassy, St. Petersburg, through the Department 
of State: 


In accordance with a notice just received from the ministry of foreign affairs, a 
communication from the imperial commission instituted to combat the propagation 
of pestilence announces that there were, from the 21st to the 27th of September, 47 
cases of cholera in Russia, as follows: Province of Lomja, 33 cases, 19 deaths; Prov- 
ince of Petrokow, 8 cases, + deaths; Province of Warsaw, 6 cases, 2 deaths. 


October 7. Passed Assistant. Surgeon McLaughlin, Hamburg, Ger- 
many, reported upon sanitary matters in Hamburg for the seven days 
ended October 7: 


The health of Hamburg continues good, and as intimated in former reports there is 
now no difference, from a sanitary standpoint, between Hamburg and other continental 
ports. Mr, Storm, the acting director of the Hamburg-American Line, requested a 
conference with a view to lessening the restrictions upon commerce in Hamburg. 
These restrictions, imposed by the senate of Hamburg, included the quarantining of 
all steerage pasengers from clean as well as suspected places, and the exclusion of all 
Russian emigrants from the city. These restrictions have been in excess of what our 
regulations require and the necessity of their continuance disappeared with the oblit- 
eration of the cholera foci in the city of Hamburg, The commerce of Hambur  suf- 
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fered and the merchants and steamship company earnestly desired that Hamburg 
be placed on same footing as other ports. 

In conference Mr. Storm was informed that an American officer could not pass 
opinion upon restrictions imposed by Hamburg sanitary authorities, provided these 
restrictions were at least as severe as those required by the United States Treasury 
regulations, but if these restrictions were removed he would be informed definitely 
what requirements would be expected in compliance with United States Treasury 
regulations. Courtesy demanded silence until the Hamburg sanitary authorities had 
expressed their willingness to remove their restrictions upon persons from places 
above suspicion and against the entry of Russians into Hamburg. Monday morning 
the Hamburg-American Line officials assured me that the Hamburg sanitary authori- 
ties considered that the restrictions could now safely be removed and requested me 
to inform the Surgeon-General. This I agreed to do, and the following cablegram 
was accordingly sent October 2: 

‘*Hamburg-American Line requests that Hamburg be placed same footing as other 
continental ports, namely, quarantine six days, baggage disinfection all Russians, 
Galicians, and emigrants from iniected or suspected districts. This complies with 
our regulations. * * *” 

The company was again informed definitely of the requirements of the United 
States Treasury regulations, and there is a perfect understanding on this point 
between the company, the Hamburg sanitary authorities, and this office. The 
steamship company are both willing and anxious to comply with our requirements, 
and the consular officers here will see that the regulations in regard to cholera are 
faithfully carried out. I am leaving Hamburg to-day (Saturday ) in compliance with 
Bureau cablegram directing me to proceed to Berlin. 


October 8. Consul-General Thackara, Berlin, Germany, reported: 


According to the latest Imperial Health Office Bulletin, dated October 4, cholera 
continues to decline in Germany. The number of cases notified during the week 
ended September 30 amounted to 14 (with 2 deaths). 

Since the present outbreak there have been registered up to September 2, 41 
cases, 21 deaths; in the week September 9, 60 cases, 25 deaths; in the week Septem- 
ber 17, 41 cases, 19 deaths; in the week September 23, 26 cases, 9 deaths; the total 
number of cases recorded since the outbreak of the disease to the 30th of September 
amounting to 182 (with 76 deaths). 


October 21. The following dispatches from Consul-General Die- 
derich, Bremen, were received through the Bureau of Immigration: 
No cholera in Bremen for four weeks, hence quarantine no longer necessary. 


No cholera in Galicia for four weeks, hence quarantine no longer necessary. 


October 24. The following report from Italian sources was received 
from Acting Assistant Surgeon Buonocore, Naples, Italy: 


By decision of the Russian plague commission, dated September 12, 1905, the 
Vistula provinces are declared to be threatened with cholera. Sanitary stations for 
medical inspection have been fitted up at Neshova and Novidyor on the river Vis- 
tula. In addition to these measures, all passengers proceeding from Russia are now 
subject to medical inspection, both at the frontier and in the ports of the Baltic Sea 
and at Kronstadt. The same commission asserts that in the Russian territory during 
the present vear cases of cholera occurred only in Caucasus (January and February ), 
and at Ashabad and Tsaritsin (April 19 and 21, 1905). No cases have been reported 
since April 21. No cases of cholera were reported in the Vistula territory and the 
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west governments during the year 1904, when the malady first made its appearance 
in Russia in Europe. As to the cholera cases that were reported in Prussia in the 
early part of August, 1905, in the person of Russian raftsmen, it is observed that these 
people started in April from Volhynia, and after passing the Dnieper-Bug Canal, 
reached Prussian territory in the middle of July, namely, three weeks before the out- 
break of the present epidemic.

With the next issue of the Public Health Reports the table of cerebro- 
spinal meningitis in the United States will be discontinued, the epi- 
demic having practically subsided. With the exception of an insig- 
nificant number of deaths (District of Columbia and Oregon 1 each, 
Territory of Hawaii +, and West Virginia and the State of Washington 
4 each), there has been no extension reported outside the area outlined 
in the analysis printed on page 1304, Public Health Reports, June 30, 
1905; and in the area described in the analysis the disease has abated 
so that, according to reports received, it can not be considered to pre- 
vail any longer as an epidemic.

Report from Cape Colony— Examination for plaque-infected rodents. 


COLONIAL SECRETARY'S OFFICE, 
Cape Town, ¢ ape of Good Tlope, Septe mber 18, 1905. 
The following report by the medical officer of health for the Colony 
on the occurrence of bubonic plague in the Cape Colony for the week 
ended September 16, 1905, is published for general information.

Port Elizabeth.—No case of plague was discovered during the week. At the plague 
hospital, no cases were under treatment. One hundred and seventy rats (5 found 
dead) and 105 mice (5 found dead) were bacteriologically examined during the week, 
of which 3 rats and 2 mice proved to be plague infected. 

Uitenhage.—Thirty-three rats (2 found dead) and 42 mice (2 found dead) were 
bacteriologically examined during the week without any signs of plague infection 
being discovered. 

East London.—No case of plague was discovered during the week. At the plague 
hospital no cases were under treatment. Ninety-three rats (12 found dead) and 31 
mice (4 found dead) were bacteriologically examined during the week, of which 1 
mouse proved to be plague infected. 

King Williams Town.—No case of plague was discovered during the week. Thirty- 
four rats (8 found dead) and 18 mice (1 found dead) were bacteriologically examined 
during the week, of which 1 rat proved to be plague infected. 

Other districts of the Colony.—No plague infection was discovered either in man or 
animals. Three hundred and fifty-one rodents were examined during the week from 
the Cape Town harbor board area and the shipping in the harbor, and 5 from the 
Claremont municipality; also 536 were examined by the medical officer of health for 
the city from the Cape Town municipal area.

GERMANY. 
Report from Berlin—Death rate of Berlin and other cities.

The death rate of Berlin for the week ended September 23 was 
lower than it has been in any week during the current year, amount- 
ing, calculated on the year, to 13.6 per thousand of the population, 
this being also lower than the rate for the corresponding week of last 
vear, viz, 15.7. Of the large towns and cities of Germany only Char- 
lottenburg (with 12.9), Schéneberg (with 12.8), Barmen, Crefeld, 
Essen, Altona, and Stuttgart had a lower rate of mortality than 
Berlin. The death rate of Rixdorf (15.1), Leipzig, Magdeburg, Han- 
over, Frankfort on the Main, and Hamburg being a little higher than 
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the Berlin figure, while Breslau, Kénigsberg, Dresden, Halle, Bremen, 
Cologne, Munich, and Nuremberg had a “considerably higher death 
rate than that of this city. Paris and Vienna also showed a higher 
rate of mortality than Berlin, while the death rate of London was 
lower than that of the Prussian capital. 

Since the preceding week the decrease in the number of deaths has 
been more marked among children in the first year of life than in the 
higher age classes. The infant death rate of Berlin, 4.8 per year and 
thousand, was lower than the H: unburg and Leipzig figure. 

There were registered 106 deaths “from cholerine (including 101 
infants), 78 deaths from tuberculosis, 47 deaths from diseases of the 

respiré itory organs, 34 deaths from cancer, 7 deaths from diphtheria, 
5 deaths from scarlet fever, 4 deaths from enteric fever, 3 deaths from 
measles, and 1 death from cholera. Finally, 17 persons died by 
violence.

Sanitary measures proposed for Puerto Cortez and vicinity. 


October 1, 1905. The prominent citizens of this place held a meet- 
ing this morning and organized an association to take the necessary 
measures to place this country, extending from Puerto Cortez to Pimi- 
enta, in such sanitary shape as will meet the requirements of the 
United States Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service, and asking 
the merchants and planters along the line of railroad to cooperate with 
them in raising funds to do this work, and to employ a competent phy- 
sician to act as inspector at this port for the Government, who shall 
have absolute authority to direct the sanitary measures that are neces- 
sary and disburse the funds (the same to be raised by local subscrip- 
tion), the physician to be appointed with the approval of President 
Bonilla and to be satisfactory as regards his reliability and competency.

A telegram was sent to President Bonilla stating the action taken. 
In reply he advised that the Government would be glad to do any- 
thing to place the infected zone in good sanitary condition. Up to 
this date the absolute authority has not been granted. 
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Yellow-fever death— Clean hiil of health given by health authorities to 
cattle sh ip hound for Cuba. 


October 2, 1905. Another yellow-fever death occurred on the 20th 
ultimo. This is the case reported on the 25th ultimo by the govern- 
ment surgeon. 

A decree was proclaimed in the streets of this port on the 30th 
ultimo, declaring that there was no yellow fever in the port, and that 
traffic would be opened on October 1. Also, on the 27th ultimo, a 
decree was proclaimed enjoining the cleaning of all premises for 
inspection on the 2d instant. Several fines have been imposed on 
persons whose premises would not pass inspection. 

A cattle ship was cleared from this port for Cuba, with cargo of 
cattle, on the 30th ultimo, and was given a clean bill of health by the 
authorities here: also by the Cuban consul, who is likewise collector 
of customs at this port and secretary of the board of health. 

As the last case occurred here on the 25th and died on the 2th 
ultimo, there will probably be other cases as soon as the traflic is 
opened up with the interior. The work that has been done as well as 
that now being done is not satisfactory, as it is very difficult to keep 
the tanks and water retainers oiled and empty. 


Sporadic CASES of ye llow fe ver reporte d from ( holoma and San P dro. 


October 6, 1905. The situation here at present is as follows: 

Puerto Cortez, no cases of yellow fever on hand. The last case died 
on the 29th ultimo. Choloma, 3 cases, 2 old and 1 new. San Pedro, 3 
cases, 2 old and 1 new. 

These new cases occurring in Choloma and San Pedro are all due 
to the return of the refugees from the mountains, and these sporadic 
cases will probably continue to occur until cold weather sets in. 


General disinfection at Puerto Corte 2 — PR gulations in Vv gard to rail- 
road travel. 


October 12, 1905. A general disinfection was performed at this por 
on October 9, and was fairly successful. This disinfection was done 
under the supervision of the government physician and myself, and after 
the following manner: Sulphur was distributed to every house and office 
in town during the forenoon with the proper instructions. At 4 o’clock 
p- m. a gun was fired and disinfection was begun. It lasted four hours. 
After the gun was fired a house-to-house inspection was made by the 
government physician to see that every house was being disinfected. 
The result was that nearly every house in the city was disinfected at 
the same time. As far as I know there were only two or three excep- 
tions, and these were disinfected next day. 

The cleaning of yards, cutting of grass, cleaning of streets, and oil- 
ing of water holes, ponds, ete., is going on, and the town will be 
cleaned again for the third time. This work is being done under the 
supervision of the superintendent of the railroad. Trains are being 
handled by immune crews who are not allowed to have any communi- 
‘ation with the towns they pass through. Although this port was 
declared open on October 1, no passengers are being carried through 
or allowed to enter the towns along the line except immunes, who 
must have permission from the boards of health of the towns to enter. 
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The passengers are also carried in a screened car and go straight 
through to their destination. When they board train they must have 
permission from the board of health of the town they expect to 
enter; if not, they are compelled to leave the train. This in accord- 
ance with an order issued by President Bonilla to the superintendent 
of railroad, and also the master of trains. The situation here at 
present is as follows: Puerto Cortez, no cases reported for the week; 
Choloma, 2 mild cases: San Pedro, 2 mild cases; Chamelicon, none, and 
Rio Blanco, none.

FE Since making my report of general disinfection at Puerto Cortez, I 
have been informed by a telephone message from San Pedro that a 
general disinfection with sulphur was going on there to-day under the 
supervision of the secretary of the board of health and medical assist- 
ants. This disinfection was delayed on account of the lack of suffti- 
cient sulphur, the supply necessary being shipped to them only 
yesterday morning. Choloma and Chamelicon will be disinfected in 
the same manner as soon as the supply of sulphur has been received 
and distributed.

The steamship Conde Wifredo arrived September 29 from Habana, 
Santiago, and ports in Spain with 1 of crew sick with fever. Diagno- 
sis (probable), malarial fever remittent. One other case of malarial 
fever, but milder, occurred on board the vessel while in port. As this 
ship would have to wait fifteen days in New Orleans for cargo, it pre- 
ferred to leave here without fumigating. 

Three cases and 1 death of yellow fever were reported during the 
week. For the twelve weeks ended September 30, 1905, there were 
recorded in the city of Veracruz, population about 33,000, 514 deaths 
from all causes. Of this number 10 were attributed to yellow fever, 
54 to pernicious (malarial) fever, 24 to remittent fever, and 77 to 
tuberculosis.

Mobile quarantine board withdraws medical inspectors from steamships. 


October 10, 1905. The Mobile quarantine board has withdrawn 
marine medical inspectors from the steamships plying between Blue- 
fields and Mobile. The steamship ///ctator, which entered here on 
the 5th instant, was the first vessel to arrive without a medical officer. 

In a cable received yesterday, the 9th instant, the agent of the steam- 
ship company is authorized to allow passengers to embark for Mobile, 

rovided these shall arrive at their destination after October 15. 

The steamship Cor/nto, sailing to-morrow, will be the first ship to 
carry passengers since August 7 last. This vessel will have cabin 
passengers, 4 of whom are ona round trip, with special permission 
from the Mobile quarantine board to land here while their ship is in 
port. To these 4 1 shall not issue certificates for the reason that they 
will not have complied, when the steamer sails, with the service regu- 
lations which require passengers to report to the service officer 5 days

Report From Colon—Inspection of vessell— Precautionary detention of 
steamship Preston—Tem peratures taken on vessels of the Panama 
Railway Steamship Line—Quarantine against Colon removed hy 
Island of Jamaica— Quarantine against ports in Panama continued 
by Costa Rica. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Mohr reports, October 4, as follows: 

During the week ended September 30, 1905, the following vessel 
cleared for a port in the United States and was granted a bill of health: 
*‘American steamship Advance for New York, September 27, with 62 
crew and 100 passengers.” 

The Norwegian steamship /’reston, which arrived at this port on 
September 30, with 24 passengers on board, was placed in precaution- 
ary quarantine by the Isthmian quarantine service. After allowing a 
deck load of mules to be landed the vessel was fumigated in midstream. 
On the following day the passengers were taken off and sent to the 
detention house at Panama to be held for 5 days. The vessel was then 
allowed to come alongside the dock to discharge cargo. 

Although no cases of yellow fever have been reported in Colon since 
August 26, and none in Panama since September 20, and a clean bill 
of health has been issued at this port, the practice of taking tempera- 
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tures of the entire personnel of the ships of the Panama Railway Steam- 
ship Line will be continued, and all those presenting any symptoms of 
yellow fever will be sent to the hospital for further observation. 

The quarantine which the island of Jamaica has maintained against 
Colon during the past 6 months has been removed, and the Royal Mail 
Line of steamships is now permitted to take passengers to Jamaican 
ports. Large numbers of Jamaican negroes have been waiting for 
this opportuuity to return to their homes in Jamaica, and the removing 
of this quarantine will be a considerable relief to the Isthmus. 

Costa Rica still maintains a quarantine against all Panaman ports, 
and will keep it in force until 60 days have elapsed since the case of 
plague reported in La Boca on August 26.

taken at Caldera, Chile, as reported September 14, 1905, I have the 
honor to state that two of the officers of this vessel refused to submit 
to vaccination. The incident occurred just as the vessel was ready to 
sail, and out of consideration for the rest of the personnel, and upon 
a specific promise from the master and the agent to discharge these 
men unless they would be vaccinated en route, I allowed the vessel to 
proceed. I have no doubt that the company will comply with this 
promise. 

Vessels are still quarantined to complete 7 days from Payta when 
south bound from Panama and Guayaquil, and passengers can enter 
other Peruvian ports only via Callao. This latter provision applies 
also to passengers arriving from Chilean ports who are required to 
come to Callao before embarking for ports south. 

A sufficient appropriation has been made to put in a sewerage system 
in Callao, and bids are due to be opened this week. Many houses 
have been connected with the new water supply, which is from a series 
of wells about 4 miles from here and is probably water which has 
tiltered from the river Rimac. The old supply, which is still used to 
some extent, comes in greater part from this stream, which receives 
the entire sewage of Lima at a distance of only about 7 miles from 
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Callao. There are 10 artesian wells in Callao, with an average depth 
of about 500 feet.
